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Executive directur cited 
as authority's rating falls

The management rating of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority has 
been reduced to the lowest of three 
levels following alleged violations 
of state guidelines by Executive 
Director Ella Belmore. 

According to Marcia Hurtz, 
spokesman for the Executive 
Office of Communities and Deve- 
lopment (EOCD), the rating 
plummeted from the highest 
designation (cligible/qualified) to 
the lowest level (ineligible/poor) 
because of concems raised over the 
authority's tenant selection process 
for Deming Way and the transfer 
of a family from the "Lost Colony" 
to the newly built home on Evereu 
Avenue against "explicit instruc- 
tions" from EOCD. Under state 
guidelines, the ineligible/poor 
rating "signifies serious and 
substantial management, fiscal, 
production, or program manage- 
ment problems or problems which 
have remained uncorrected over a 
period of time and which 
demonstrates fundamental manage- 
ment weaknesses." 

Hurtz said a letter dated Novem- 
ber 23 was sent from Carole 
Collins, director of the Bureau of 
Housing Management and Tenant 
Services for EOCD, to Belmore as 
a follow-up to a phone conver- 
sation November 19. During the 

n, Belmore's adminis- 
istant Phyllis Tumsarock 
informed EOCD's Laura Carreiro 


that the board supported the 
transfer. Collins wrote that this 
raised two scrious issues: the 
legality of WHA members being 
involved in the transfer and 
potentially bypassing a qualified 
family on the waiting list. Collins 
stated bypassing an applicant could 
leave the authority open to a 
lawsuit. In that case, added Collins, 
members would not be able to use 
state funds to pay their legal fees. 

According to authority Chairman 
Michacl Donovan, the letter came 
"as a complete surprise." He told 
the Town Crier unless the rating 
improves, there will be no more 
state funds for future housing 
projects, In addition, the future 
autonomy of the tenant selection 
process could also be jeopardized, 
he said, since EOCD could come 
into Wilmington and take over that 
process if there's a lack of 
cooperation or the alleged 
violations continue. 

"This is clearly a reflection on the 
executive director,” said Donovan. 

The chairman was adament that 
Tumsarock's statement about 
board support for the transfer is 
untruc, 

"That's incorrect. The board ne- 
ver concurred (with the director)." 
he said, adding Belmore acted 
"independent of any input from the 
board.” 

Donovan explained though an 
executive session was held to 


review the issue, no vote was taken 
for lack of a quorum when Bel- 
more, Dan Gillis, and Joan 
Sadowski walked out. 

Belmore told this paper the whole 
issue has been blown out of pro- 
portion thanks to Donovan going 
directly to EOCD and discussing 
the issue with the media. 

"I feel very justified doing what I 
did. I was within my rights (to 
transfer the family)," Belmore 
said. She explained that Carreiro 
told her if she could justify her 
action she could proceed. Belmore 
said she could justify her action and 
had the support of her board. 

Of the transfer, Belmore would 
only say "there were problems and 
it just had to be kept confidential." 

Belmore criticized EOCD for 
judging her before completing 
their investigation. 

“T don't feel EOCD has given usa 
choice. We have been found guilty 
before we were even tried. | would 
just like to see the thing dropped. I 
don't know what's going to happen 
from here on,” she said. 

While Belmore noted EOCD has 
yet to return to Wilmington to 
finish their review of the tenant 
selection process, Donovan pointed 
out that wouldn't happen until 
Belmore complies with an EOCD 
directive to contact housing appli- 
cants and provide the state with 
written confirmation of notes in 
her file.

Housing authority rejects 
chairman's proposed letters

Attempts by housing authority 
Chairman Michael Donovan to 
obtain approval for three letters 
met with resistence on the part of 
his board Tuesday night. Though a 
majority of members present 
approved a letter to the state EOCD 
(Executive Office of Communities 
and Development) clarifying the 
board's involvement in the recent 
transfer of a tenant, no action was 
taken on two other letters critical 
of Executive Director Ella 
Belmore. 
Tuesday's meeting quickly dete- 


riorated into a confusing serics of 
personal attacks, defensive rheto- 
ric, and, at one point, the abrupt 
departure of member Dan Gilli: 
Donovan tried to explain his 
reasons for writing the letters. 

The letters were written in re- 
sponse to a drop in the authority's 
management rating and allegations 
made against Belmore by EOCD. 
EOCD said Belmore had illegally 
involved the board in the transfer 
of a family from one affordable 
home to another and there had been 
"excessive delay" and inconsisten- 
cies in filling Deming Way units.

The first letter to Belmore asked 
that the director update the autho- 
rity's management plan and review 
it with the board January 8. 
Donovan warned Belmore any 
further delay could be  "detri- 
mental to the interests of the 
authority and could also be 
perceived as a violation of your 
contract of employment." Donovan 
stated he had first asked for the 
plan last May and has yet to receive 
it. Gillis motioned that Donovan 
review the plan in Belmore's 
office, since it was too heavy to 
bring to him, and copics of 
pertinent sections be made for the 
chairman. Gillis then told the 
board "we're not going to be 
Tunning around playing servant to 
him." Donovan replied it was 
appropriate for either Belmore or 
her assistant to provide him with 
copies as requested since that is 
part of their job. 

In the second Ictter, Donovan 
directed Belmore to adhere to 
EOCD directives regarding the 
tenant sclection process and the 
transfer, This letter prompted Joan 
Sadowski to issue a prepared 
statement critical of the chairman. 
Sadowski told Donovan she 
“emphatically” resented his going 
to the media and EOCD without the 
board's knowledge. 

"Such publicity can only hinder 


performance of its duties,” she 
said, adding, "if you're on a 
personal crusade, you should be 
doing this on your own time." 

Donovan countered it was 
“appropriate” to report what was 
happening in the newspapers to 
keep the public informed. Gillis 
left the meeting during the 
exchange as Sadowski put on her 
coat to follow suit. 

The third letter was addressed to 
Carole Collins, director of the 
Bureau of Housing Management 
and Tenant Services. In it, Dono- 
van maintained his board never 
concurred with Belmore’ decision 
to transfer the family to a new 
affordable home on Everett Ave- 
nue. He emphasized that transfer 
ocurred “without the board's 
knowledge," prior to the Novem- 
ber 13 meeting. 

Belmore ‘called the transfer 
decision "crucial." She claimed her 
decision had the support of three 
board members and EOCD "never 
indicated to me I could not make 
the transfer." Administrative As- 
sistant Phyllis Tumsarock backed 
Belmore saying EOCD based its 
decision to lower the rating on 
“heresay." She said no 
investigation has been made into 
the actual facts. David Fitzeerald

Under the proposed budget 
package, BayBank would extend a 
line of credit of up to $120,000 to 
the school department. The credit 
line will be guaranteed by at least 
ten local firms whose employees 
stand to behefit from the program 
Start up costs are expected to come 
to $132,000. However, said 
only $40,000 to $50,000 is need 
to start up the credit line. 

Most of the funds needed to open 
the center would go towards 
renovations to the Swain School 
The money would cover such items 
as classroom ceilings and floors, 
laundry and toilet facilities, a new 
rubber roof, hallways, and stair- 
wells. Other monics would go 
toward needed equipment and sala 
rics. Proposed salaries range from 
$45,000 for a director and $34,560 
for a head teacher to $23,040 for 
each of three teachers and $14,400 
for cach of seven assistants. Fay and 
Fessenden said all costs are sfated at 
maximum and would probably be 
less, especially since some compa 
nies plan to donate equipment and 
supplies. 

Several members were excited by 
the cooperative undertaking. They 
praised the package put together by 
the two men and said a number of 
questions were answered to their 
satisfaction. Others raised con- 
cerns, primarily about the method 
of financing and increasing staff in 
such tight fiscal imes.

upsizing,” said Dr, Shirley Callan, 
chairman. She noted that the system 
has already let teachers go and 
many classes are doing without new 
texts. 

"Why can't the businesses take 
over this themselves?" asked Aldo 
Caira, the most outspoken opponent 
to the plan. Caira suggested the 
school department lease the Swain 
School to the interested companies 
for a nominal fee and let them run

Fay explained there were two 
main advantages to having the 
school system manage the program: 
one is the fact that the school 
department has an almost vacant 
building at its disposal and two is 
the fact that the program would 
come under the umbrella of the 
town’s liability insurance. Accor- 
ding to Dr. Callan, Wilmington 
carries $500,000 in liability in- 
surance for the entire town, a 
figure she claims is alot less than 
that in many other towns. Fay said, 
after a year, he expects the pro- 
gram to be self-supporting, with 
any profits going to the school 
system, 

Another issue raised by Caira was 
a legal one. Caira feared a 
precedent would be set if the 
department tries to circumvent the 
school budget voted at town 
mecting. 

1 think I'd rather keep faith with 
the taxpayer," he said. 

John DeMarco and others favored 
moving on the proposal as soon as 
possible so the companies are not 
kept waiting. Fay said, if he re- 
ceives the necessary approval soon, 
the program could get underway 
sometime after the new year, most 
likely in March or April, The 
board agreed to table the issue for 
two weeks until they hear from 
Altman.

Day care program 
has two components 


The Business/School Partnership 
Day Care Program would be 
implemented in two phases: an 
early childhood program servicing 
30 infants, 25 toddlers, and 
pre-schoolers at the Swain School, 
and an extended day care program 
for kindergarten through fifth 
graders to be located at the 
elementary schools. The carly 
childhood component would be in 
operation 12 months a year, five 


days a week from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m 


The extended day care program 
would be in operation five days a 
weck from 7 to 9 a.m, and 3 to 6 
p.m. to accomodate working pa- 
rents. In the latter, a 20 percent 
discount would be offered for the 
enrollment of two or more children 
in the same family. The day care 
center would be exempt from state 
Office of Children regulations 
because it will be run by the public

Caira estimated it could take 
from one year to 18 months to 
complete the project, depending on 
the weather and when it finally gets 
underway. 

In the meantime, a police officer 
is directing uaffic at the intersec- 
tion during rush hours, with 
funding coming from industries in 
the area.

Unity is missing at WHA

More questions were raised than were answered at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Wilmington Housing Authority. Anyone 
observing the confusion, endless rhetoric, and lack of respect 
shown Chairman Michael Donovan had to wonder how business 
will ever get conducted in such an atmosphere. 

The chairman is new to the job and does have an annoying habit 
of repeating himself to make himself understood. Be that as it 
may, he should be commended and not condemned for trying to 
take steps to. reverse the damage done by EOCD's decision to 
downgrade the authority's management rating to incligible/poor. 

The charges leveled by EOCD and the low rating nced to be 
taken seriously. If EOCD is in error, the board should have acted 
on a suggestion by Dave Fitzgerald to appeal the decision. It 
didn't. Board members should be exploring every avenue to open 
dialogue with the state. They aren't. They should also brush up on 
state guidelines and conduct their own investigation to sce if the 
allegations of delay and inconsistencies in the tenant selection 
process are true. After all, whatever their executive director does 
or doesn't do ultimately reflects on the authority and the town 

Executive Director Ella Belmore maintains she was within her 
rights to transfer a family to the home built by the Wilmington 
Community Development Corporation on Everett Avenue. If this 
is true, then Belmore deserves the backing of her board. Members 
should immediately discuss calmly the facts of the matter with 
their director to understand her side of the matter and see if she 
has acted in a correct manner. Accusations and hasty judgments 
are not needed now. Cooperation and an honest attempt to get to 
the bottom of things are. 

We can understand the chairman's concern over a possible 
lawsuit and EOCD's statement that the state will not pick up the 
cost of legal fecs should a suit be filed. How many of us could 
afford today's court costs? Donovan's fellow members should’ be 
equally concerned about this very real possibility. However, the 
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proper course of action would be to discuss the issue rationally 
and not threaten to leave the room at the first sign of discord. As 
one former member suid, there needs to be unity on the board, 
something which is woefully lacking. 

Questions were raised ut Tuesday's mecting on such things as the 
degree of involvement of the board in the transfer, whether there 
was a violation of state guidelines as EOCD claims, whether the 
director was within her rights not to comply with a request for a 
management plan. Had members been willing to listen and answer 
questions instead of following their own personal vendettas, more 
would have been accomplished 

It is obvious the division on this board threatens to undo all the 
good that the creation of new housing at Deming Way and Everett 
Avenue has done for Wilmington. The town's reputation is at 
stake, Board members, as well as the director and her assistant, 
should make a new year's resolution to put aside personal feelings 
and work together for the good of all in the immediate future.

When Mike Caira was appointed temporary town manager 
last June there was suddenly a burden of proof placed on his 
shoulders, namely, to prove to the community that his skills 
as a political leader would be equal to his ability to manage a 
municipality with a $33 million annual budget. 

Caira has made an excellent case for his assuming the 
manager's post on a permanent basis, and the proof is in the 
pudding. 

Upon taking office Caira faced the major task of balancing 
the books. At a special town meeting this summer, amidst 
rumors that many layoffs would be necessary, Caira gave a 
fantastic performance in leadership and budget finesse, 
creating a clear and concise package of budgetary reforms 
which spared any layoffs of vital personnel. 

From that point forward, Caira's principal achievement is 
that he has, in a relatively short period of time, transformed 
how the office of town manager is viewed by the public. 

Traditionally, the manager has been a key bureaucratic 
figure functioning as the chief fiscal officer, an om- budsman 
for constituency, and the director of daily town operations. 

But Caira has been viewed in still another way. He's 
assumed the role of leader. At at time when leadership is all 
too lacking in government, just when we need it the most, 
Caira has changed the role of the manager's office from that 
of just a technocrat to one who provides direction and a 
vision for the community's future. His political skills have 
gone a long way to enhance the office of town manager, 

So the immediate issue at hand is what to do regarding the 
search for a permanent town manager. The policy of the 
sclectmen has been that a search is technically in progress. 
For one thing, Caira's appointment cannot be legally made 
permanent until his resignation as moderator has been 
effective for a full year. 

But if the selectmen are to continue with a search, what are 
they searching for? Caira has a record of major 
accomplishments already under his belt. The selectmen have 
to ask themselves if there is a need to expend public funds on 
a search when all indications are that the search is completed. 

Briefly in politics... 

Newly elected state representatives Marianne Bren- ton 
and Rob Krekorian are organizing their respective staffs 
as they prepare to take office on January 3. Krekorian has 
pegged his campaign manager Brad Jones to be his 
legislative aid, while Brenton will appoint Ann Holmquest 
as her assistant. Holmquest served as Brenton's scheduler 
during the campaign. Brenton, active on environmental 
issues, will now concentrate her efforts on securing an 
appointment to the Committee on Natural Resources. 

Rob Krekorian has just returned from a visit to the 
White House where he and other G.O.P. legislators from 
Massachusetts met with White House aides Andy Card and 
Ron Kaufman, both Massachusetts natives. 

The Reading Light Bill, secking legislative approval of 
the financial deal between Wilmington and Reading 
Municipal Light, will finally see the light of day on Beacon 
Hill this week. Rep. Geoff Beckwith, the chief sponsor of 
the bill, secured quick committee approval of the measure on 
Tucsday. "I'm confident that we'll be able to get final House 
approval this week", said Beckwith. 

Candidates for the 1991 municipal election are wasting no 
time in announcing their intentions, At a fundraiser 
Thursday evening former school committee member Brad 
Jackson gave strong hints that he'll try to return to the 
committee. Incumbents Shirley Callan and Bob Surran 
both say they will seek reelection. Meanwhile, Tony "Stop 
the Big Trucks" Capuano has been seen driving around 
town in his little blue truck with a large sign promoting his 
candidacy for selectman. Only oné seat is up for grabs, that 
of incumbent Bob Cain, who is running. 

The Lowell Sun was hard-up for copy again this weck. 
Their Sunday edition carried a headline predicting Town 
Manager Mike Caira may be headed for a post with new 
state treasurer Joe Malone. However, one top official in 
the Joe Malone camp said, "It's well known that Mike, despite 
his long friendship with Joe, is very committed to his post in 
Wilmington." 

There's some speculation on Beacon Hill that Tewksbury's 
voice in the state senate, Patricia McGovern (D - 
Lawrence) could be in line for the post of first assistant 
majority leader. McGovern presently is chair of Ways and 
Means, a key post which she may be reluctant to give up. In 
the senate G.O.P. ranks, Bob Buell (R - Boxford), who 
represents Wilmington in the upper house, is trying to regain 
his leadership post of second assistant minority leader. 

Rumors are rift that Tewksbury Selectman Bill Hurton 
will-be stepping down this spring. Fincom Chair Joe Gill 
seems poised to throw his hat in the ring and is expecting 
support from Selectman Jay Kelley, Treasurer Warren 
Carey, Auditor Tom Berube, and Assessor Norman 
Boudreau. 

The spring election in Tewksbury could decide the fate of 
a number of appointed officials, most notably Town 
Manager David "T'll get back to you next week" Cressman 
and Town Counsel Charlie "I can't answer that question 
right now" Zaroulis. There are already two selectmen who 
would opt to dismiss both officials, and a third would spell 
unemployment for the bureaucrats. 

On January 20 the Tewksbury Democratic Town 
Committee will honor former selectman Charles Coldwell 
for his 18 years of service in local govern- ment. The master 
of ceremonies will be Paul Sullivan. 

Tewksbury Fire Chief Tom Ryan's fight to purchase 
a defibrillator, a vital piece of life-saving equipment, for the 
Tewksbury Fire Department received wide attention two 
weeks ago through a near tragedy. Former police chief 
John Sullivan suffered a heart-attack at Longmeadow and 
Chief Ryan was on hand to administer CPR. A defibrillator, 
not available in Tewksbury, had to come via the Lowell fire 
department, 

Within the next hour Ryan's fundraising efforts for the 
defibrillator were bolstered with $250 collected from 
people who saw first hand the need for a local unit. 
Meanwhile, John Sullivan is recuperating in the hospital. 

Ryan still needs another $5000. Donations can be made at 
the fire department. 


Fast mail service 
requires care 


During the holiday season the 
large volumes of letter mail 
passing through the post office 
undergo a change in make-up from 
primarily typed addresses to an 
inordinate amount of hand-written 
addresses. That means the Postal 
Service must switch some of its 
automated processing to manual 
processing. Either way - printed or 
handwritten - proper addressing is 
critical, 

"For example," says Sectional 
Center Manager, Nancy George "a 
wrong zip code is worse than none. 
The first three numbers of a zip 
code identify a state or portion of a 
state, When a letter arrives at the 
main post office for that area, the 
last two digits are used to route the 
letter to the delivery station. The 
four digits added to a five digit zip 
code, or zip plus four allow 
automated sorting of mail down to 
your carrier's route. 

A zip code is literally the last 
word in addressing," George 
continues, "It's the last item you 
insert in the address, following the 
city and state, and it's the most 
important in terms of getting mail 
started in the right direction. If 
you're not sure of the zip code, call 
your local post office. 

In the case of missing street 
numbers, MSC Manager George 
says, "Just one missing digit in a 
street number may send a letter to 
the wrong person. It's the street 
number that tells the letter carrier 
where to deliver the mail. The 
name in the address simply 
separates the intended recipient 
from other people in that house.” 
Ms. George hat many carriers 
remember names on their routes - 


which average 400-500 households 
and businesses in the Middlesex- 
Essex area and can deliver to the 
right person even though the 
address is incorrect, But a 
substitute carrier or new employee 
must rely entirely on the street 
number. 

Apartment and suite numbers fall 
in the same category of little things 
that count, according to Ms. 
George. "Think of a substitute 
letter carrier confronted with 100 
or more boxes in an apartment or 
office building and a stack of mail 
with no box numbers," she says. 

"Similarly, proper directional 
designations for streets - North, 
South, East or West - get letters 
delivered without detours. The 
correct abbreviation is N, S, E, W. 
Also important are the correct 
designations; Street, Lane, Court, 
Terrace, Drive or Circ 
abbreviations St. Ln. Ci 
or Cir." 

To help speed your letters and 
packages on their way, type or 
print your addresses. Proper 
prepared typed or printed 
addresses can be read and 
processed by the Postal Service's 
automated equipment. Handwritten 
addresses must largely be read and 
processed by hand. And, while 
both methods get the same delivery 
results, automated processing is by 
far the most efficient and least 
costly.

Wilmington's cranberries 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Cranberry sauce, and cranberries 
in other form are an old time 
delicacy in Wilmington. They were 
being grown at the time of the 
Revolution, and probably a century 
before. The first known 
commercial shipment of the 
cranberry was in 1793. A North 
Woburn merchant shipped one and 
a half tons by boat from Boston to 
Baltimore. 

Shortly after that Wilmington 
became the Cranberry Capital of 
the country. 

Cranberries bogs were soon to be 
found all over Wilmington, 
ranging from one acre to forty. 
Every farmer worthy of the name 
had a cranberry bog in the 1840s. 
Cranberries were shipped to 
Boston for the Thanksgiving Day 
festivities. 

Cranberries, it seems, were 
growing wild before the advent of 
the early Puritans. There are (or 
were) several fields in Wilmington 
where the berries could be picked, 
each year. The Charlotte Road - 
Draper Drive area of Hathaway 
Acres, once owned by Dr. Silas 
Brown, was an areca where 
cranberries grow in the field, back 
about 1930, Easterly of Chestnut 
Street, about 1500 feet from the 
Woburn line was a field of 
cranberries. Another field was 
owned by Deacon Henry Sheldon, 
off Lowell Street, at the site today 
of the Textron baseball field. 

Cranberry fields were sometimes 
frozen, and at the wrong time of 
the year. Someone, somewhere, 
Started cranberry bogs, places 
which could be flooded if frost or 
ice threatened. Cranberry bogs 
turned out to be money makers, 

Such a cranberry bog was built, 
sometime after the Civil War,on 
both sides of Lubbers Brook, down 
stream from Shawsheen Avenue. 
Ten acres (it is said) in area, it was 
producing a profit of about 
$10,000 a year in the 1920s. 
Further down stream, off Miller 
Road was another cranberry bog, 
owned by the Winn family of (it is 
believed) Winchester. That bog, 
too is now overgrown with brush. 

The home of the Ness family, at 
26 Miller Road is, according to old 
tales, one which was constructed 
for the unknown person who took 
care of that bog. A cranberry 
"house" was constructed northerly, 


in which to keep the cranberry 
boxes. Today it is a private home, 
30 Miller Road. 

Easterly of Martins Brook, 
where it crosses Saleu Sueet there 
once dwelt a man named Charlie 
Walsh. He lived on a hill which no 
longer exists. He owned a 
cranberry bog, northerly of Salem 
Street which also no longer exists, 
for the same reason that the hill no 
longer exists - gravel operations. 
For some reason or other the 
people of Wilmington pronounced 
his name "Welsh." 

The most famous cranberry bog 
was that constructed for Frances 
Hiller, also known as Mrs. Dr. 


Se 
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Hiller. It was constructed about 
1890 and is now Wilmington 
Rotary Park, 

France Hiller caused ditches to be 
dug, so the bog could be flooded in 
winter time. She had a ditch dug so 
that water from Mill Brook could 
be diverted into the bog, for winter 
time flooding. 

France Hiller would sit in back of 
the "cranberry building," (today a 
Middlesex Avenue apartment 
house) and watch over the dozens 
of French and Italian women and 
children who would gather, each 
fall, her cranberries, 

She had a table at which she sat, 
and there were occasional liquid 
refreshments. And, she made 
money.

A CLARIFICATION OF "DRY"

Check eligibility 

Any senior 65 years or older in 
financial need, disabled or blind, 
may be eligible for a monthly SSI 
benefit check. This is a federal 
program that makes cash payments 
to people with limited income and 
resources. In Massachusetts 
individuals who receive SSI also 
qualify for Medicaid, which helps 
with health care expenses. They 
may also be cligible for food 
stamps. 

In 1990 a person 65 or over with 
uncarned income, that is pensions, 
Social Security or veteran pensions 
less than $535.82 a month may be 
entitled to SSI. Resources cannot 
exceed $2000 for an individual, 
$3000 for a couple. A few 
resources such as a home you live 
in, an automobile used daily or 
funds set aside for a burial up to 
$1500 are excluded.

Redmen display 
Division I heart 


Tewksbury can stand tall and very proud in the face of Saturday's 

20-14 Division I Super Bowl defeat to 11-0-0 powerhouse Peabody at 
* windswept Foxboro Stadium. . 

The Tanners probably had doubts about the ability of coach Joe 
DelGrosso's team to stay in the game Saturday, but this group of 
Redmen displayed more heart than the so-called professional Patriots 
have all season long on the rock-hard surface at Foxboro. 

The Redmen (9-2-0) lost starting quarterback Dana Boudreau early 
in the second quarter when he severely sprained his left ankle on a 
quarterback sack, The only saving grace was Boudreau is only a 
junior and can come back to lead another title charge next year. 

But the seniors on this team realized that for them there would be no 
next year, and they made the most of this Super opportunity even 
without their starting quarterback. Three seniors stood tall in the face 
of a Peabody team that sat in the Power-I attack and bulled their way 
straight at a weary TMHS defense for most of the afternoon. 

Sean Mackey shifted from receiver to quarterback after Boudreau 
went down, directing the attack like he had been behind the center all 
season. Mackey completed just two of eight passes for 26 yards, and 
his fourth quarter interception effectively ended Redmen hopes of the 
upset, but his poise and ability to audible at the line of scrimmage Icft 
Peabody players and coaches nodding their heads in respect. 

Mackey also provided the TMHS fans with their most exciting 
moment of the game late in the third quarter when he intercepted 
Peabody quarterback Mark Bettencourt at the Redmen 11 yard line 
and returned it all the way to the Peabody 24 (65 yards) before he was 
caught along the sideline. Unfortunately, Peabody stuffed the 
Redmen deep in Tanner territory to preserve a 13-7 advantage. 

Running back Tim Lightfoot, also a senior, again came up big for 
Tewksbury with two touchdowns and 118 yards on 19 carries. It was 
Lightfoot who carried the attack after Boudreau went down. He 
scored on Tewksbury's first possession of the game when he capped 
an impressive first quarter drive with a tough three yard run that 
knotted the game at 7-7 after the Mackey PAT. 

Just when the Tanners were puffing up their chests with a 20-7 
fourth quarter lead, there was Lightfoot and company not quitting 
again, motoring down the field on a six play, 70 yard drive that ended 
with a seven yard Lightfoot ran and another Mackey point after 
touchdown. 

With 3:57 left in the contest the Redmen weren't done battling yct, 
as Mackey attempted an onside kick that the third key senior, 
defensive back Dan Gillette, almost recovered in Peabody territory. 
Gillette, a pencil-thin hitter they call "The Razor’, was all over the 
field Saturday, deflecting passes, playing on special teams and 
banging heads with Peabody players that outweighed him by 50 
pounds, 

With or without Boudreau, the difference_in this game was 
Peabody's size advantage, especially along the offensive line. The 
Tanners took the opening kickoff and banged the Redmen down to the 
TMHS' 18 yard line before Bettencourt found Jon Padios with an 18 
yard touchdown pass. 

After the Redmen tied the score, Peabody came right back and 
drove the field before Amoris Calcano scored via an 18 yard jaunt. 
And again the Tanners and Bettencourt (5-13-1, 91 yards) used the 
pass to cap drives, scoring on’a Bettencourt to Mark Meltz 44 yard 
hookup in the fourth quarter for the 20-7 lead. One look at the total 
yards and time of possession told the story. The Tanners ran up 350 
yards, 259 rushing, to Tewksbury's 174 total. The champions had the 
football for over 28 minutes, while the Redmen could control the ball 
for just over 15 minutes. 

What can't be measured with statistics and physical measurements is 
the size of the Tewksbury High School heart. No one should forget 
that the Redmen indeed have a Division I heart. No one.

Bizarre bird watching 


by Bill Conlon 

Birdwatching is an honorable and 
interesting pursuit, but it needn't be 
always done outdoors. Some of the 
most interesting - and dirtiest - of 
all birds can be found indoors 

Deer camps attract all species of 
bird, just as a watcrhole in Africa 
will attract every animal for miles 
Deer camps vary, from strait-laced 
to loosey-goosey, and the birds in 
the camps will also vary 

See if some of these fowl aren't 
regular visitors to your deer camp: 

Gaseous Goonie -- this over- 
weight camp denizen hasn't missed 
a deer season in years, but hasn't set 
foot in the woods in years either. 
How odd. Young Goonies do hunt, 
but any excuse is cnough to keep 
them indoors, from a hangnail to a 
hangover. A mature Goonie doesn't 
even bother to bring a gun to deer 
camp anymore, preferring to spend 
the week drinking, swearing and 
belching, while watching TV rather 
than hunting. Goonies are harmiess 
but they do crowd out other, more 
energetic deer birds from camp. 

Militus Maximus -- these green- 
feathered birds are recognized by 

short crests, no matter their 
age, and all of their equipment has 
"U.S." printed on it, Maxies always 
carry a full range of topographical 
maps, which they study in depth, 
and prefer organized deer drives to 
a solitary perch. Often found with 
civilian models of military rifles, 
with enough ammunition for two 
seasons worth of deer hunting. An 
odd bird, but harmless. 

Immature Dweezel -- known by 
the common name of "Kid," this 
unfortunate bird is pecked upon by 
all the bigger birds in camp. Any 
embarassing remark by other birds 
will be followed by a question for 
the kid, to sce if he understands, 
which embarasses him greatly. Of 
course, that's the whole reason for 
asking. Kids are found most often 
doing heavy camp chores, such as 
lugging wood, and in the ficld they 
are often found hiking mountain 
ridges, or in thick swamps, where 
older birds are too smart to go. 
Known for their incredible luck. 

Diurnal Snoozer -- this large bird 
never wakes up early, a: 
lust one awake the night before. He 
catches up on his sleep while in the 
ficld, and may be found snoozing at 
any hour of the day. Snoozers often 
wake up to find sets of deer tracks 
just inches from their perch, but 
never see deer, 
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Sylvan Wanderer -- this bird will 
never stay on one perch, no matter 
how prime the location, preferring 
instead to hike hill and dale from 
sunrise to dark, Wanderers see lots 
of deer sign, and occasionally see 
the flecing tails of actual deer, but 
their success at hunting is marginal. 
Wanderers are often heard singing 
their sad song at night, miles from 
the truck, utterly lost 


Gray-Crested Woodsmus -- these 
long-lived birds don't make much 
noise in the woods, and neither will 
they walk very far. They don’t have 
to, since they are well-acquainted 
with their favorite patch of forest. 
Superb if boring deer hunters, the 
"Old Buck" bird is legendary for 
carrying only one round of ammo 
into the field, and bringing back a 
filled tag. Tells great stories. 


Fuming Grumbler -- a relative of 
the Gascous Goonie, this bird will 
rarely miss a day in the field, or a 
night at the card table. A Grumbler 
seems able to perform in the field 
with little or no sleep, although 
many suspect the Grumbler shares 
common ancestry with the Diurnal 
Snoozer. The Grumbler's song is 
frequently sung around a stinky old 
cigar, which remains in ils beak all 
day in the woods. Never sees deer, 
and can't understand why 

Babbling Magpie -- this talkative 
bird sings deer hunting songs by the 
score, and is always welcome in any 
camp. However, those who listen to 
this bird for very long 
that the same stories are told year 
after year, and a clever listener is 
sometimes able to catch the Magpie 
in a lic. Unfortunately, this bird's 
song doesn't stop in the field, and 
the Magpie is known for yelling at 
the worst possible moment. 

Cautious Leafcracker -- this bird 
is remarkable for a quiet song that 
is only heard indoors, and a talent 
for never making a sound, even in 
dry leaves. Leafcrackers are rarcly 
spoucd, as they blend smoothly and 
motionlessly into the forest itself. 
Very good hunters, but very rare 
birds, Often found accompanied by 
a Gray-Crested Woodsmus. 

Thundering Twitchtriggers -- a 
bird with few companions, this odd 
specimen never unloads a gun, as it 
prefers to empty the magazine the 
noisy way, and is commonly found 
surrounded by candy wrappers and 
trash. Wasteful and loud, this bird 
should be avoided if possible. One 
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subspecies of the Twitchtrigger, the 
Rural Signripper, is hated by all. 
Pointless Dirtpoke -- this curious 
bird, highly enthusiastic about deer 
hunting, will walk the woods for 
miles without looking up. Will find 
every deer dropping in its path, and 
spots every deer track, but never 
once will it look up to see what is 
making the tacks. Has yet to spot a 
deer in the field. Identified by its 
bent back. Also called a Kevinbird. 
Well, those are some of the better 
known deer camp birds, although 
others have been identified. 
Regular birdwatchers should take 
notes on what birds are found in the 
local area, and avoid many of them.

In a recent column, I suggested 
that a non-hunter should wear red 
or orange during the deer harvest 
season, to reduce the chance of any 
accidental shootings. Ahh, but then 
George Rost of Tewksbury Rod & 
Gun reminded me that only hunter 
"blaze" orange is the right color to 
wear in the woods. True enough, 
but not everybody wants to dress up 
like a hunter, and just getting folks 
to avoid wearing white or brown is 
good cnough. Besides, once upon a 
time, red was the standard color of 
deer hunters’ clothes, although the 
“five-mile” orange is much safer. 

The recent shooting in Seabrook, 
N.H., if I read the story right, was a 
case of an innocent getting killed by 
a hunter who Iet fly at a sound. Yes, 
he allegedly shot at a sound, not at 
what he could see. That dangerous 
practice is called king a sound 
shot” and I've actually heard men 
brag about taking a "good" sound 
shot, if you can belicve it. Sound 
shots are a deadly, stupid and very 
negligent style of hunting which has 
no business in the world of civilized 
hunters. Put an end to sound shots. 

With only a few hours left in the 
1990 shotgun deer hunting season 
in Massachusetts, there have been 
no reports of accidental shootings 
or deaths. Bravo. 

Licenses for the 1992 seasons will 
go on sale shortly at a town clerk 
near you, and there is an increase 
this year. A $5 stamp, to support 
the new "Wildlands" program, is a 
requirement for all fishing, hunting 
or trapping in the Bay State. The $5 
is added to last year's license cost, 
so a resident 1992 fishing tag will 
cost $17.50 and a resident hunting 
tag will cost the same. If you buy a 
fishing license, then go back later 
for a hunting license, you will NOT 
be required to pay the $5 Wildlands 
fee a second time. The stamp will 
appear on the back of the license, 
and a formal "stamp" is planned for 
future years, Now, let's watch and 
see how well they manage the new 
money ...

Dear Larz: 

Tam writing to you out of deep 
concern regarding what has been 
going on in my community, I live 
at 161 Lake Street. My husband 
and myself moved here in early 
October. Quickly thereafter, 
development began on the sewage 
line on our street. I feel the 
Operation has been very poorly 
run, railroading down the street to 
beat the winter snow at all cost. 

Without asking for permission, 
the construction crew used our 
driveway as a turnaround while we 
were not home, (Our neighbor 
informed us of this.) The large size 
of their trucks created a crack and 
a depression in our brand new 
driveway, We complained about 
this to Jay Tighe. Still, the 
constructiof¥ crew continued to use 
our land as they pleased, hanging 
their orange mesh fences from our 
mailbox, running a fire hose across 
our driveway and laying a | 
dangerous looking, clectrical cable 
across our front. I repeatedly asked 
them not to do these things and they 
always apologized and said they 
would remove them, In each case, 
the complaint was later cheerfully 
disregarded. 

Our newspaper can no longer be 
delivered duc to the construction. 
My husband had to personally 
implore the town postmaster to 
restore our mail after five days of 
no mail; the post office was unable 
to get through because of the 
construction barricrs on our street. 
One of our cars has developed a 
leak in a tire. I attribute this to the 
poor quality of the temporary 
road. The driving on the strcet has 
been very hazardous, especially 
last week. 

I feel the crew has done a very 
poor job of ensuring the safety of 
the road, especially the weekend of 
November 23. There were pot 
holes, wire mesh, big rocks, etc. on 
the road. To gain access to Lake 
Street, it was necessary to move 
barrels that were completcly 
blocking the way. The road from 
Grove Avenue to our house was 
(and still is) a dangerous maze of 
pipes, hoses, cables and dirt piles, 
which could easily lend itself to an 
accident. I understand that when 
this type of work is done 
temporary measures need to be 
taken by community members. 
However, they should be practical 
and safe; unfortunatcly, these 
aren't! 

I feel very angry. We paid a lot of 
hard earned money for our home 
and we will be paying a lot of taxes. 
I feel we are entitled to better 
treatment than we have gotten, We 
have been terribly inconvenienced 
again and again, in ways which 
weren't appropriate. We've 
tolerated the potential of our water 
being turned off the day before 
Thanksgiving (with two hours 
notice!!), people driving across 
our lawn to bypass construction 
barriers and six days a week of 
noise starting at 6:30 a.m, On the 
Friday after Thanksgiving, work- 
ers rang our doorbeil at 7 a.m. (on 
our vacation day) to tell us that the 
water would be turned off in 45 
minutes and then turned on again at 
11 a.m, At 11 a.m. it was actually 
turned off; it didn't come on again 
until 4 p.m, We went an entire day 
without water (we didn't know we 
could have used it in the morning 
since no one told us). Our safety 
has been at risk for three weeks; 
now blasting has begun on the 
street in front of our next door 
neighbors; again no one told us (so 
far, nothing is broken). 

It is always a difficult time when 
work is done on a street. Doubtless, 
it is never an easy task. If you are 


not interested in a sewage hookup, 
the project is particularly distaste- 
ful. But the work done on Lake 
Street has created more than your 
‘average’ discomfort. I've voiced 
my concern to the assistant town 
manager and he has graciously 
tried to address several issues 
which I have raised. However, I've 
been left feeling that we really have 
very little control over how the 
operation has been run. And, I feel 
that is very wrong. For | truly 
believe that there is a lot that can be 
done to ensure that the sewage line 
is laid down in an orderly, safe 
fashion, This is not Nazi Germany. 
We live in a democracy and our 
voices need to be respected. Thus 
far, they haven't been,

I overheard my children today 
discussing a punishment which they 
felt was unjustly imposed upon a 
large group of students at their 
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school, 

Apparently, there are some who 
can't obey the rules on the 
playground. It scems certain 
children have crossed the 
boundaries of "playful wrestling.” 

Their conversation caught my 
attention for two reasons: One 
being that the values of democracy 
(justice) have clearly been 
inculcated at the elementary level - 
the children knew they were 
unfairly penalized. Secondly, there 
is reason for concern when 
children behave uncontrollably to a 
point where the only solution is to 
cancel recess. 

Each generation has a unique 
character but, youth today are 
very different. Different in that 
they've lost their innocence. 
Innocence pfotects the young; 
providing a haven from the darker 
side of reality. Movies of violence, 
horror, and lawlessness abound 
and are easily accessed by the 
young and vulnerable. Unable to 
rationally internalize this 
information (from movies) they 
venture (0 live it, It is no surprise 
Uten, that our playground has 
become a stage where the acting is 
not "child's play.” 

The irony here lies in our support 
of democracy as we know it. The 
liberties to which we subscribe 
effectively rob our children of 
their right to grow up free.

Dear Larz: 

I would like to share with your 
readers an experience that I had 
recently. Emergency situations can 
enter your life, as we all know, 
without any warning or the ability 
to prepare for a sudden catastro- 
phic event. 

A few days ago, I was playing 
golf at Long Meadow Golf Club 
with retired Tewksbury Police 
Chief John Sullivan. Chief Sullivan 
suffered a serious heart attack on 
the golf course and is alive and in 
satisfactory condition only because 
of carly CPR and early 
defibrillating. 

Sullivan was lucky that our 
playing partners included 
Tewksbury Fire Chicf Tom Ryan 
and school teacher Larry Basteri. 
Ryan and Basteri used the CPR 
process for a good six minutes unul 
the Tewksbury ambulance and the 
tri-hospital paramedics responded 
simultaneously, 

Our town ambulance is not 
equipped with a defibrillator but 
the paramedics have this very 
valuable piece which distributes 
electric current across the heart 
Sullivan was fortunate that the 
out-of-town paramedics could 
respond to the call as quickly as 
they did, Our ambulance personnel 
would be capable of just continuing 
What Ryan and Basteri were doing. 

Two things are clear to me after 
this heroic incident, First. virtually 
everyone should be trained in the 
CPR process. One never knows 
when a similar emergency could 
enter their life. 

The second thing is that the Town 
of Tewksbury absolutely needs to 
equip its ambulance with a 
defibrillator. Chicf Ryan's budget 
is a victim of the financial limits we 
are all under in these difficult 
umes. 

The fact remains, though, that 
this unit is desperately needed 
Even before this incident, Chief 
Ryan had established a private 
donation fund with a goal of 
$10,000. This will be the sum 
necded to purchase the 
defibrillator and train the EMTs, 

Several of us at Long Meadow 
Golf Club contributed $315.00 to 
this fund pushing its total to about 
$4,500. Anybody wishing to 
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donate to this worthwhile cause can 
contact the Tewksbury Firc 
Department for more information.

Dear Larz: 

1 enjoyed the cute letter sent in by 
Jeff Williamson in regard to the 
Silver Skates Derby and it brought 
back many memories. But I feel I 
should respond to your article 
describing the beginning of the 
Wilmington Skating Club (long 
before '55 - closer to 1938). 

Does “The Flying Backman's" 
ring a bell? 

When Janet was two years old she 
wanted skates like Mommy's and 
Daddy's, but the smallest we could 
get at that time (other than double 
runners) were large enough to go 
over her shoes and a heavy sock. 
But she managed to skate in them 
and used them for three years and 
we got some to fit her. 

By then all four of the children 
were skating. When we were at the 
Mill Pond in North Woburn, 
where the reservoir is now, a lady 
saw them and suggested we enter 
them in the Silver Skates Derby, 
run by the Boston Record- 
Advertiser. 

When we obtained an cniry 
blank, we found there were races 
for Midget Boys, but only 
Intermediate and Senior Women, 
so Janet skated in the Intermediate 
girls’ class against girls up to 18 
years of age. She and three other 
litle ones were given a head start, 
and they told them the red line was 
where they had to cross. The 
Starters pistol went off and Janet 
took off and left the others far 
behind and crossed the red line just 
as the 18-year-olds caught up to 
her, but she thought the race was 
over, so she stopped. Noone told 
them to go around the track twice 
Needless to say, the roof nearly 
came off of the Boston Garden 
with the roaring of the crowd. The 
following year there were races 
for all the girls’ classes and interest 
grew in Wilmington 

Bucky Backman and Walter 
Hinxman went to the sclectmen and 
the school committee to ask for the 
use of the South School and got 
permisison to excavate the low area 
behind it, to make a rink. Much of 
the work was done when neighbors 
became interested and offered to 
help, and that is when the 
Wilmington Skating Club came 
into being. The original founding 
group included Backmans, 
Hinxmans, Spears, Tarricones, 
Galvins and Detatos, as I 
remember, They all had skaters 
who eventually entered the S.S 
Derby. 

1, personally, went in to Boston to 
meet with Ben Levias, the Derby 
Director to negotiate for tickets, 
that were distributed from Geroge 
Spanos’ restaurant, then made a 
return Uip to tally up the recepits, 
ete; 

One memorable Derby was when 
the time keepers failed to stop their 
stop watch because they were so 
excited that the three Backman 
brothers finished in first, second 
and third place. 

Eventually, Janet Backman won 
every class for girls from Midget 
to Senior Women, a feat never 
accomplished by any other. Carl, 
Jr. would have done the same in the 
boys’ races, but left for the Army 
before he could do so. 

I think my brother Walter and his 
wife Peggy are the only 
Wilmington Skating Club 
organizers left in Wilmington, but 
they were not skaters.

Straight teeth talk... 


WILL THE TEETH STAY? 


Teeth are not set in con- 
crete. Actually they are attached to 
the bone by small elastic fibers, 
which often tend to recoil after 
being stretched from tooth move- 
ment. For this reason teeth that 
are twisted or rotated before 
treatment will have a tendency to 
rebound back a little after they 
have been straightened. Retainers 
will prevent this from happening. 

Lawer front teeth are 
particularly liable to move a little 
after orthodontic treatment. There 
are many possible reasons for 
this. Eruption of wisdom teeth is 
often blamed but recent research 
has cast some\doubt on this 


theory. A more plausible reason 
for recrowding of the lower incisors 
is an increase in the “overbite’, 

the amount of overlap of the upper 
incisors over the lower. The lower 
incisor teeth are confined by the 
uppers. As the overbite increases 
over time due to wear of the back 
molar teeth, the more confined, 
constricted and crowded the lower 
incisors become. 

Actually the teeth are 
always shifting a little during one's 
lifetime. A slight increase in lower 
crowding is quite normal and 
should be no cause for alarm.

Cooler weather does not have to 
mean the end of the blooming sea- 
son for roses. Gardeners can simply 
bring their bushes indoors to 
achieve year ‘round pleasure. 

Many rose varieties adapt well 
to container growing and late fall 
when roses are dormant is the per- 
fect time for the move indoors, 
according to All-America Rose 
Selections (AARS), Inc., a not-for- 
profit organization of rose introduc- 
ers and producers. 

Miniature roses are an obvious 
choice for indoor gardening, but 
AARS suggests this technique for 
full-size roses as well. If the bush is 
unwieldy, simply prune it to a 
height of 18 to 24 inches, 

The key is not to damage the 
roots when transplanting. Soak the 
soil around the rose bush overnight, 
making it easy to dig a large 
enough patch of earth to keep the 
roots intact. Select a pot with plen- 
ty of room - six inches wide by 
eight inches deep for minis, 14 
inches deep and 18 inches wide for 
full-size plants. 

Decay-resistant wooden tubs 
and boxes, porous terracotta pottery 
and even plastic vessels make good 
housing choices. All porous pots 
should be soaked in water for 30 
minutes before using so the con- 
tainer will not rob the newly trans- 
planted bush of moisture. 

Drainage is essential to prevent 
root decay caused by over-water- 
ing. Make sure the pot has several 
holes on the bottom and line it with 
gravel, charcoal or broken pottery 
to promote drainage, Add a little 
soil - ideally three parts sandy loam 
and one part organic matter such as 
peat moss - and place the bush in 
the container. Top with more soil, 
maintaining the same above ground 
height the rose had before trans- 


planting. Pack the soil and soak 
with water to eliminate any hidden 
air pockets, 

Maintenance is not much differ- 
ent from outdoor gardening. For 
best results, place the plant where it 
gets at least six hours of direct sun- 
light, preferably morning or mid- 
day. Water lightly during the initial 
dormant stage and increase so the 
soil is always evenly moist once 
growth begins - twice a week 
waterings should be sufficient. 

The same procedure holds true 
for fertilizer. Feed weekly with liq- 
uid plant food, using half strength 
until good growth begins. 

Once you have your roses grow- 
ing indoors, you'll find that bright 
blooms can take the chill out of any 
cold day.

finishing the manuscript, he pulls 
his old car onto a snowy road and 
heads for New York. He never 
arrives, but instead plummets 
down a snowy ravine after losing 
control of his car. It is in a snowy 
drift that his "number one fan" 
gets to him, pulling him from the 
wreck and carting him home. 

Turns out his rescuer, Annie 
Wilkes, was once a nurse. She 
tapes Sheldon up and pours 
painkillers down his throat, 
promising to get him to a hospital 
“Once the roads are clear" (nudge, 
nudge, wink, wink). 


As Sheldon starts to come 
around, it dawns on him, and us, 
that Annie isn't wrapped all that 
tightly. It soon becomes clear that 
Paul is her prisoner. The only way 
out of jail is to make Annie happy. 
She wants him to continue writing 
Misery novels, a feat the writer 
finds almost as painful as his 
injuries, or the injuries threatened 
by Annie if he doesn't comply. So, 
here we have a talented man with 
a fine mind trapped by a woman 
who worships Liberace and is so 
inarticulate she murders her native 
tongue every time she opens her 
mouth. 

The irony of King's work is 
never lost in the more basic story 
of a loon and her prey.

And while 
Bates is a respected stage actress, 
she's a relative unknown, espe- 
cially when you are talking a holi- 
day flick facing lots of competi- 
tion, But Caan's economical per- 
formance worked beautifully here. 
After all, he's playing a guy crip- 
pled by injuries and fear. And 
Bates is a delightful, if macabre, 
surprise. Without ever hamming it 
up, she crosses over from a 
marginally sane woman to a rag- 
ing lunatic with such ease it will 
surely raise goosebumps on your 
arms, 

Until the final 20 minutes or 
so, the film pulls you into Annie 
Wilkes strange, suspenseful little 
world, riddled with both feat and 
black humor. There are only a 
couple of violent scenes, and both 
seem relatively mild when com- 
pared to the gore we usually see 
dripping down cineplex screens. 
But Reiner really packs a punch in 
these scenes, as he craftily built 
the tension until we are all on the 
edge of our seats. 

The last director who really 
had a knack for that kind of thing 
was Hitchcock. Reiner, who 
seems unable to make a bad 
movie, is in good company. é

Penny Pincher 
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"Christmas Carol” errors exposed 


Generations of college students 
have revered Charles Dickens, 
author of "Oliver Twist,” as a tow- 
ering figure of classic British litera- 
ture. 

But now a computer analysis of 
a portion of Dickens’ "A Christmas 
Carol" has revealed that England's 
literary genius actually wrote 
toward the fifth-grade level - his 
writing filled with lengthy sen- 
tences and inaccurate punctuation. 

The computer evaluation of 54 
selected paragraphs of Dickens’ 


* most popular work, performed this 
» week using a computer grammar 


and style checking software pro- 


* gram called RightWriter, offered 


118 suggestions that would have 
tightened Charles Dickens’ writing 
and avoided the phrases and slang 
that the computer says indicate his 
writing is targeted toward readers at 
a fifth-grade level. 

The evaluation by RightWriter 
didn't surprise Charles Dickens 
authority Robert Glenn. The 
Marquette University English pro- 
fessor says that Dickens knew his 
audience, wrote popular literature 
to suit them and expected to estab- 
lish the grammar of his time. 

"If he lived today, Dickens 
would likely use much shorter sen- 
tences, less pretentious main char- 
acters and a style more fitting to 
s Professor Glenn. 
nderstood his audience 
and he wrote to suit them." 

Applying modern grammatical 
rules, the RightWriter software 
quickly pinpointed Dickens’ faults. 
For example, the famous Scroogian 
expletive, "Humbug!;" was dis- 
missed by the computer as a collo- 
quialism. Furthermore, the comput- 
er analysis cited Dickens for writ- 
ing in a passive voice, using too 
many exclamation marks, and mis- 
using such words as agitated," 
“notwithstanding” and "opportuni- 
ty." 


The RightWriter software used 
to dissect "A Christmas Carol" 
proofreads documents for punctua- 
tion errors, wrong words, redun- 
dancy, grammatical problems and 


more, In seconds, it detects more 
than 25,000 writing errors through 
the use of artificial intelligence. 
RightWriter then summarizes the 
document for overall readability, 
strength of delivery and descrip- 
tiveness. 

"Our computer analysis of "A 
Christmas Carol" is merely a 
demonstration of how a grammar 
and style checking program points 
out ways to improve writing - even 
if you're a genius like Dickens. It 
may or may not improve a classic 
holiday tale of suspense but it cer- 
tainly makes a big difference in a 
business memo or company letter. 

"In fact, I have only one thing to 
say to anyone who feels they 
couldn't improve their writing with 
a grammar and style checker" said 
Elgey: "Bah, humbug!" 

Mr. Dickens was unavailable for 
comment.

“Predator 2" Starring Danny

Cartoon violence is the name 
of the game in this flick, set in a 
steamy Los Angeles several years 
in the future. Unfortunately, the 
plot, acting and direction all could 
have been lifted from the same 
cartoon. 

Danny Glover plays a rough-n- 
ready cop in a city plagued by an 
inordinate amount of violence, 
mostly due to an overbearing heat 
wave caused by pollution. Most of 
the mutilated bodies Glover 
encounters are the result of a drug 
war, but when gutted corpses 
show up hanging by their ankles, 
Glover figures there's a new play- 
er in town, 

He's right, of course, What he 
doesn't know is that the new guy 
is from another planet. He is the 
same kind of creature that stalked 
Amold Schwarzenegger and bud- 
dies in a South American jungle a 
couple of years ago. Only that 
flick, while slow out of the gate, 
worked up a bit of tension. This 
version falls flat on its over-pro- 
duced face. 

The goofiness is a result of 
several key factors. For one thing, 
the victims are so easy to spot 
they may as well have worn T- 
shirts announcing their fate. Also, 
the monster, once he drops his 
neat, light-reflective camouflage,

suit. Not very scary. Nope, not at

Then there is the plot. Or 
rather, there isn't the plot. In its 
stead is a sort of connect-the-dots 
action in which Glover's cops get 
picked off in such an obvious 
fashion you wonder how they 
managed to live so long with such 
thick heads.

action flick, it still fails. For one 
thing, it's just a tad annoying that 
we never learn why this evil alien 
is after Glover in particular. Also, 
you just can't believe that all cops 


and federal agents can be that 
stupid or that the monster could 
really be wearing a rubber suit so 
obviously left over from some 
flick made 30 years ago. And, if 
you think the alien's costume 
screams retro-Sixties, you'll love 
the ending, which is completely 
out of this world - as in the writers 
had their heads in the clouds.
